Fine Arts 2D 


The Fine Arts 2D Department offers courses in 
the areas of painting, drawing and printmaking. 
Faculty encourage students to experiment with 
contemporary ideas in abstraction, assemblage 
and environmental mixed media, and also to 
explore traditional techniques. The Department 
views drawing as an essential component of the 
artist's visual vocabulary and offers a number of 
courses in that area. The studio format of these 
courses affords students individualized attention 
by instructors; a given course may include 
students working at various levels of expertise 
providing an enriching experience for all. For 
courses at the 200 level, there is generally a 
prerequisite of an introductory level course, or 
equivalent painting experience.

color, value, texture, line, form, composition, 
space, harmonies, and chords.

Expan- 
sive projects are designed to encourage transla- 
tion of one’s own vision and process into a 
demonstration of authentic visual voice.

Modes of Perceptual Painting 
Observational painters are interested in the 
problem of how and what they see as it relates 
to representation. They are often interested in 
something more than the ostensible subject on 
their canvases. These painters ply their skills, 
painting still lifes, figures or landscapes, in 
order to get at their subject, which might be a 
mood, or a temperament of marks, or of color 
relations. How they paint, their manner of 
painting, becomes a primary means of advancing 
their interests. This course presents a set of 
painting “modes” for the observational artist, as 
tools both to develop each artist’s painting 
skills, and to expand each artist's resources for 
identifying his/her “subject”. Different modes 
afford artistic temperament with different forms 
of visual expression. The glance painter and the 
stare painter, for example, approach the same 
motif from distinctly different sets of criteria. 
We will examine the glance and the stare ap- 
proaches, paint illusionistically, as well as work 
in more planar, abstract modalities. Prerequisite: 
Introduction to Painting.

The Art of the Mosaic 

In this course, students learn a wide range of 
applications for this durable and ancient tech- 
nique. We begin with a historical overview 
touching on Rome, Palestine, Byzantium and the 
Arab world, and move through more modern 
architectural application such as Gaudi’s work in 
Barcelona. Students work with a wide selection 
of materials including marble, stone, glass, 
brick, metal (or almost any durable material). 
We cover tessera, the pigmented glass that was 
used for many of the early mosaics.

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Media & Performing Arts 


The Media and Performing Arts Department 
(MPA) faces the challenge of responding to the 
ever-changing landscape of new technologies 
and their application to art making. It is with 
the means of various 20th and 21st century 
media that students in the department find and 
give form to their personal visions. The depart- 
ment houses faculty in photography, film, 
interrelated media, and video. The MPA faculty 
share a unifying emphasis on the use of media 
principally in the service of art. The MPA cur- 
riculum provides students with a solid technical 
and conceptual core of knowledge. As students 
advance they can use more sophisticated and 
complex equipment. Yet, faculty feel strongly 
that skilled, creative artists using the most basic 
techniques with the simplest, even antique 
equipment can bring the magic of the medium 
alive. The faculty couple an openness to incor- 
porating new technologies in their teaching 
with a commitment to educating students about 
the history and tradition from which these new 
disciplines derive. 


Photography students are encouraged to explore 
the boundaries of the medium. The Photography 
area is housed in 11,000 sq. ft. of spacious, 
newly-renovated facilities with full ventilation, 
plentiful workstations and darkrooms, and 
gallery space for student work. The central 
philosophy of the Studio for interrelated Media 
(SIM) is the importance of concept and the need 
for freedom to explore whatever forms and 
media the embodying of a concept of series of 
concerns requires. Media and form are only two 
of a number of aesthetic decisions that a SIM 
artist makes when working on a particular piece. 
SIM overlaps and intersects with many other 
disciplines, including science, technology, 
sociology, theater, religion, shamanism, music, 
and broadcasting. 


Film/Video 
Introduction to Filmmaking 


This course is a beginning survey of the many 
uses of motion pictures from art to commerce, 
which includes hands-on production experience 
with basic equipment and an opportunity to 
analyze many different types of films from the 
production point of view. The use of film as a 
fine art medium and its relationship to the 
Avant-Garde of painting, poetry, and music is 
emphasized.

Program 

The Certificate Program in Graphic Design is a 
series of professional courses leading to a career 
in the Graphic Design field.

The Teacher Preparation Program is a post- 
baccalaureate 36-credit program which leads 
to provisional certification with advanced 
standing as an art teacher in Massachusetts 
and 32 other states . The program is de- 
signed for students with very strong back- 
grounds in studio work who want to work in 
schools, museums, social service agencies, or 
other venues for art education. 300 hours of 
student teaching is required. Teacher Certifi- 
cation in Massachusetts requires passing the 
Education Certification Tests. Those tests are 
administered by the Commonwealth's Depart- 
ment of Education and are separate from the 
Art Education programs of the college. 


Graduate degrees are available in Master of 
Science in Art Education, Master of Fine Arts, 
and Master of Fine Arts in Design. 


Master of Science in Art 
Education (MSAE) 


The Master of Science in Art Education is a 
36 credit program intended for mature indi- 
viduals who may choose from two program 
specializations: Research or Artist/Teacher. 
Students in both programs may seek state 
certification in the visual arts. An extended 
54 credit option is available to those who 
seek full certification. 


Master of Fine Arts (MFA) 


The Master of Fine Arts Graduate degree requires 
full time course of study and acceptance into 
the program is competitive. The major studio 
classes are the central component of the pro- 
gram with ongoing and shared dialogue comple- 
menting the individualized course of study. 
Students can select from concentrations in 
Design, Photography, 2D, 3D, Film, and Studio 
for Interrelated Media (SIM). 


The Master of Fine Arts in Design is also offered 
through part-time study, again with entry 
gained through application and portfolio review. 


Grading Policy for Graduate 
Students 


Students in the MFA program are graded on a 
Pass/No Credit basis in all departments. In order 
to pass, a graduate student’s work must be at 
the level of a B or better. Honors may not be 
assigned as a course grade to students in the 
MFA program. 


Graduate students in the Art Education program 
are assigned letter grades in the appropnate 
departments and may be assigned Honors for 
exceptional work. 
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Design for Interactive 
Communication Program 


Graduate and Continuing Education at 
MassArt is currently developing a Design for 
Interactive Communication program that 
promotes advanced design thinking, leader- 
ship, and practice for web and other interac- 
tive media industries. Through real-word 
challenges, students with web experience 
and/or design background will be trained to 
assume mid and upper level positions.

Auditing 

Students who register for a course on an audit 
basis are encouraged to participate in all course 
activities, but will NOT receive formal evaluation 
of performance. 


Change of Course/Add-Drop 

A registered Continuing Education student may 
add or change a course until the third class 
meeting by completing a change form available 
from the Continuing Education Office. A student 
will be admitted to the requested or added 
course on a space available basis or with the 
permission of the instructor. Refunds for those 
who drop a course are made according to the 
Refund Schedule (see Financial Information).

Veterans Tuition Waiver 

Veterans who served during WWII, Korea, Viet- 
nam, Lebanese Peace Keeping Force, Grenada 
Rescue Mission, Panamanian Intervention or 
Persian Gulf, and Active Members of the Armed 
Services may register for credit courses without 
paying tuition providing space is available. 
Veterans and Active Members must be perma- 
nent residents of Massachusetts for at least one 
year and provide their DD214 indicating an 
honorable discharge. Members of the Army or Air 
Force National Guard are not eligible for tuition 
waiver. Students with Veterans tuition waivers 
pay fees.
